Stevens has resigned, deploring 
what he termed a lack of “full 
fighting support” by higher ups

John F. Kane, a special as- 
sistant under Stevens and be- 
fore that under former Army 
Secretary Frank Pace, an- 
nounced his resignation from 
his $10,000-a-year §ob yesterday 
in a letter congratulating Ste- 
vens on “the gallant battle you 
are trying to put up for the 
Army.” 


Kane, 39 years old, has been 
in a hospital this week receiv- 
ing’ treatment for high blood 
pressure. Kane said his resig- 
nation was due in part to poor 
health. 

Kane, reached by phone, did 
not say which of Stevens’s su- 
periors he felt had not rallied 
to the. Secretary's side in the 
dispute over McCarthy’s han- 
dling of Army Brig. Gen. Ralph 
W. Zwicker, who was ques- 
tioned in secret session. Me- 
Carthy has been criti¢izing the 
Army for, as he put it, “cod- 
dling” alleged Communists in 
its ranks. 


Those Above Stevens. 

But the only officials who 
rank above Stevens are Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Roger M. 
Kyes, Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson and finally, 
President Eisenhower. Kane did 
say he excluded “everybody in 
the Army” from his lack-of-sup- 
port charge. 

The Chicago Tribune quoting 
“a Pentagon source” said. last 
night that Stevens was “reliably 
reported“ to have resigned. 
However, a spokesman for the 
Secretary said today that Ste- 
vens himself “has not resigned 
and has no intention of resign- 
ing.” A White House official 
also told reporters the White 
House had heard nothing about 
a resignation. 

Administration officials and 
McCarthy have been embroiled 
in controversy since Stevens sev- 
eral weeks ago asserted he 
would not stand by and allow 
Army witnesses to be brow- 
beaten by congressional commit- 
tees or by anybody else. 

This happened after Stevens 
heard about the way McCarthy 
questioned Gen. Zwicker, com- 
mandant at Camp Kilmer, N.J., 
on the discharge of Maj. Irving 
Peress, a dental officer whom 
McCarthy called a “Fifth 
Amendment Communist.” 

Stevens ordered Zwicker and 
another general to ignore a Me- 
Carthy subpena, but later re- 
scinded this order after a “peace 
conference” with McCarthy and 
Republican members of McCar- 
thy’s Senate, Investigations sub- 
committee. ; 

Regarded as Retreat. 

The agreement was generally 
regarded as a Stevens retfeat— 
an interpretation the Secretary 
challenged. Stevens—after a 
round of Pentagon and White 
House conferences—issued a 
new statement re-emphasizing 
his determination never to per- 
mit abuse of people under him. 
McCarthy has steadfastly re- 
fused to concede he ever abused 
any witness. 4 

President Eisenhower told a 
press conference Wednesday he 
believes in “fair play” by con- 
gressional investigators. He did 
not mention McCarthy by name, 
but singled out Gen. Zwicker 
for praise. 

The next day, Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson dismissed as 
“damned tommyrot” charges 
that the Army has been coddling

Stevenson to Speak Tonight, 
Plans Criticism of Eisenhower 


Agrees With President That Army Does 


Not Coddle Reds but Assails His 


‘Lack of Leadership.’ 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., March 6 
AP)—Adlai E. Stevenson agrees 
with President Eisenhower that 
the Army has not coddled Com- 
munists but he was prepared to- 
day to criticize Mr. Eisenhower’s 
leadership on domestic and for- 
eign policy issues. 

Stevenson, the 1952 Democrat- 
ic presidential nominee, was 
scheduled for a major speech at 
a party rally here tonight in 
which he planned to outline his 
views on the major issues of 
this year’s campaign for control 
of Congress. 

The former Illinois Governor 
told a press conference on his 
arrival here late yesterday that 
ke does not believe the Army 
has coddied Communists — as 
charged by Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin — any more 
than previous Democratic Ad- 
ministrations had knowingly per- 
mitted ‘“‘subversives, traitors or 
spies” to remain in the Govern- 
ment, 


He avoided direct questions 
about McCarthy but said he did 
not believe that the Senator's 
investigation of alleged Commu- 
nists in government would be a 
major factor in the congression- 
al campaign. 

Stevenson told reporters he 
was “disappointed” in what he 
termed the “lack of leadership” 
Mr. Eisenhower has displayed 
on domestic and foreign issues 
in the year in which the Repub- 
licans have had control of the 
Government. The former IIIi- 
nois Governor said he regarded 
these problems as vital but re- 
served specific incidents until 
his speech tonight. (On KSD- 
TV at 9:30 o’clock St. Louis 
time.) 

Although some of the Demo- 
crats rallying here for a south- 
eastern party conference avoid- 
ed any direct criticism of Mr. 
Eisenhower, Stevenson was said 
by friends to be ready to launch 
Continued on Page 3, Column 3.

Troops 
had surrounded the area. They 
opened fire on two men who 
were waiting for the money. One 
fell dead, the other was taken. 

The captured man led the 
troops to a house where the boy 
was being held by ‘two others, 
After an exchange of shots the 
two kidnapers in the building 
fled, leaving the boy safe.

L. Hubbard. She suffered a 
flesh wound in her upper right 
arm and a burn across her back 
when she was shot by her son, 
Henry. 

Mrs. Hubbard discovered her 
son in a closet playing with his 
father’s .38-caliber revolver. 

Henry said: Mama, let's play 
roulette,“ and just about that 
time the gun went off and I 
felt a burning in my arm,” Mrs. 
Hubbard said. Henry was more 
frightened than I. He began 
crying and begged me to whip 
The Mayor, home at the time, 
said Henry had been talking 
about Russian roulette for some 
time. He blamed comic books 
for the boy’s interest in the 
game. Russian roulette is played 
by loading a single bullet into 
the cylinder of a revolver, giv- 
ing the cylinder a spin, putting 
the weapon against the head 
and pulling the trigger. 

The Mayor said that for pun- 
ishment all Henry’s toy cowboy 
pistols would be sent to Korea 
as presents for children there.

MAYOR SAYS fk 
MAY VETO EASWN 
OF PARKING BAR 


Bill Passed by Alder- 
men Goes Beyond 

| Proposal of C. of C. 

Group, He Asserts.

A bill relaxing the parking bar 
during daytime hours on eight 
downtown streets was passed 
unanimously yesterday by the 
Board of Aldermen, but Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker announced 
he may veto the measure be- 
cause it goes farther than trial 
relaxations agreed to by the 
Traffic Committee of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce. 

The master traffic control 
plan was devised by this com- 
mittee, the Mayor pointed out, 
stating that he would be guided 
by its advice. 

This committee agreed earlier 
this week to recommend a six- 
month trial period of limited 
parking on six downtown streets, 
but the aldermanic measure pro- 
vided for parking on eight 
streets as a permanent provision. 


Change on Hours. 


The bill passed yésterday also 
would permit one hour of park- 
ing on one side of the streets 
involved between 9 a.m. and 4 
p.m. on weekdays. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce group had rec- 
ommended the parking period 
be limited to the period between 
9:30 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. 

“@Wnless the changes made by 
the aldermen are approved by 
the group which devised the 
master’ traffic control plan, I 
will veto the bill,” the Mayor 
said yesterday. 

Edwin M. Clark, chairman of 
the Chamber committee, said 
his group would meet Monday 
to discuss the effect of the 
changes made by the aldermen. 

Everett J. Taylor, chairman of 
the aldermanic committee on 
traffic ' regulations, said his 
group had proposed the addi- 
tional changes because it felt 
piecemeal relaxations ‘‘would 
only prolong the issue and bring 
more pressure on the aldermen” 
from business men who say the 
parking bar was responsible for 


o 


mers. 

Two downtown associations of 
smaller businesses had urged re- 
lexation of the parking pro- 
hibitions. 


Chamber's Proposal. 

The Chamber's committee 
had opposed parking on Sixth, 
Seventh. Pine and Olive streets. 
The ordinance permits it on 
Olive and Pine but not on Sixth 
and Seventh. As originally pro- 
posed, the bill would have al- 
lowed parking on St. Charles 
street but this was eliminated 
by an amendment. 

The bill, which was passed 
unanimously, will permit park- 
ing on Saturdays from 8 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. As on weekdays, the 
hour limit would be enforced 
by parkipg meters. 

In a second relaxation of the 
master traffic control ordi- 
inance’s parking restrictions, the

Extra Rubbish Collec- 
tion Made, Traffic

Municipal operations were 
normal today, following end of 
the strike by the city’s AFL 


electricians, machinists and 
painters, who returned to work 
yesterday. 


Rubbish collections were made 
throughout the city this morning 
to offset loss of service during 
the work stoppage, which began 
Monday. Ordinarily, collections 


fare not made on Saturday. 


The traffic signal mainte- 
nance department reported the 
15 electric signals that failed 
during the strike had been re- 
paired. Some are at major in- 
tersections. 

Tucker and Cabinet Meet. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
and his cabinet met today to 
resolve pay problems arising 
out of the work stoppage. The 
city’s charter proyides that an 
employe who does not work may 
not be paid. 

In some instances, however, 
city employes appeared on the 
job during the strike but were 
unable to work because opera- 
tions were shut down by the 
strikers. City officials must de- 
termine those whose failure to 
work was not voluntary. 

The decision by the city’s 131 
electricians, 100 machinists and 
35 painters to end the strike 
was made after union leaders 
reached an agreement Thurs- 
day night with Mayor Tucker 
and Harry L. Simmons, chair- 
man of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

The strikers, who had com- 
plained that the city was not 
paying wage rates prevailing in 
private industry, were assured 
that the city would attempt te 
put through a new comprehen- 
sive pay plan as soon as possible. 

Statement by Mayor. 

Commenting yesterday on end 
of the strike, which had seri- 
ously crippled municipal serv- 
ices, Mayor Tucker said: 

“The action taken by the pro- 
testing unions today, resulting 
in a return to their duties with 
the City of St. Louis, is indica- 
tive of.the basie desire of mu- 
nicipal employes to act in the 
best interest of the public as a 
whole. 

„Jam pleased that the sound 
decision made by the union 
memberships during their meet- 
ings this morning will permit 
the City of St. Louis to resume 
its normal services in the near 
future. 

“It is my hope thut an mei- 
dent such as this will never 
again occur and that relation- 
ships between the city and its 
employes can be maintained on 
a harmonious basis in keeping 
with the best interest, not only 
of the employe, but also of the 
taxpayer.”

SAN JUAN, P. R., March 6 
(UP)—Puerto Rican Nationalist 


party leader Pedro Albizus 
Campos and four of his fanatic 
followers fought a two-hour gun 
battle with police and Amer- 
ican M.P.s from his barricaded 
headquarters today but finally 
succumbed to tear gas. 

The raid on the Nationalist 
party headquarters was only 
part of a pre-dawn sweep up 
ordered against Albizu Campos 
and 37 other “dangerous” mem- 
bers of his minority party which 
regards itself as still at war 
with the United States as result 
of the Spanish-American con- 
flict. 

Members Being Rounded Up. 

Police Chief Salvador T. Roig 
said the wanted party members 
were being rounded up “all 
over” the island. In all, 36 were 
arrested, none resisting except 
those in Albizu Campos’s home. 

(Gov. Luis Munoz Marin an- 
nounced his government would 
“go all the way up to the limit 
of the law and Constitution” to 
stamp out the “poisonous snake” 
of subversion. The Nationalist 
party is estimated by Gov. 
Munoz Marin to have only about 
500 followers. 

(Asked whether today’s ar- 
rests were connected with the 
wounding of five Representa- 
tives in the House chamber in 
Washington last Monday, Munoz 
Marin told the Associated Press: 
“Since those who carried out 
the criminal attempt on Con- 
gress are members of the ter- 
rorist group called the National- 
ists and those arrested here are 
also Nationalists, it is evident 
there must be some connec- 
tion.””) 

Albizu Campos, 62 years old, 
frail and ailing leader of the 
party responsible for wounding 
five members of the United 
States House of Representatives 
last Monday and the attack on 
President Truman in 1950, was 
carried choking and sobbing 
from his second-floor apartment. 

A man and a woman had sur- 
rendered a few minutes earlier 
and two other women were found 
in a ground-floor apartment, un- 


of the tear gassing. 
Leader Semi-conscious. 

Albizu Campos was only semi- 
conscious and was gasping Oh, 
oh, oh” as National Guard M.P. 
Capt. Dudley Osborn carried 
him down the stairs in his arms. 

He was placed immediately 
into an ambulance and presum- 
ably taken to the insular peni- 
tentiary, from which he had been 
pardoned only last September. 

Found unconscious on the 
floor were Doris Torresola, sis- 
ter of the would-be assassin 
killed in the 1950 attempt 
against President Truman, and 
Isabel Rosado. 

Twenty minutes earlier Jose 
Rivera Sotomayor, personal aid 
to Albizu Campos, and Carmen 
Perez had come out of the head- 
quarters to surrender. 

Rivera Sotomayor said Albizu 
Campos wanted to surrender but 
could not because of the tear 


gas. 

The raiders arrived at party 
headquarters at 6:05 a. m., with 
police Capt. Benigno Soto in 
command of 25 men. 

15@ Shots Exchanged. 

The men took shelter in the 
headquarters entrance against 
possible gunfire. At 6:45, Po- 
lice Chief Roig arrived and was 
met by four gunshots. The po- 
lice were ordered to fire only in 
answer to the beseiged Nation- 
alists, but it was estimated that 
altogether 150 shots were ex- 
changed. 

The Nationalists tossed out 
three Molotov cocktails (World 
War II description of gasoline- 
filled bombs used by the Rus- 
|sians against German tanks) but 
they failed to explode. 
| At 7:57, Capt. Osborn and two 
other raiders wearing gas masks 
| broke down an upstairs door and 
seized Albizu Compos. His head- 
quarters was only two blocks 
from the official residence of 
Gov. Luis Munoz Marin in down- 
town San Juan.

Commission members heard 
an indorsement of the county- 
wide police department plan by 
Bruce Smith, nationally-known 
authority on police work and di- 
rector of the Institute of Public 
Administration, New York. 

Smith declared that the coun- 
ty-wide idea “is the most prom- 
ising” of the four possibilities 
considered by the group, adding 
that he recognize that it in- 
volves “tae greatest problems.” 

St. Louis county is almost an 
ideal unit for police administra- 
tion,” he said. “You don’t have 
any serious social problems to 
upset the attitude of the com- 
munity toward law enforce- 
ment.” 

Smith told the group that Mil- 
lar's report appeared to be “a 
gloomy but realistic forecast of 
what you're up against.” He 
commented that there would 
probably be resistance to a com- 
pulsory county-wide law force 
by communities which present- 
ly have satisfactory police sys- 
tems of their own. 

Metropolitan Police Force. 

As for the metropolitan police 
force plan, which would include 
both city and county, Smith re- 
marked that he rated it “much 
lower” on his scale of prefer- 
ences. 

Later, he qualified this by 
adding that “from an area-wide 
viewpoint, I would view it with 
considerable equanimity,” ex- 
plaining that such a plan had a 
“centralized command” advan- 
tage. It would be more accept- 
able to the city than to the 
county, he said, because the 
bulk of police activity would be 
in the city where police prob- 
lems aré greater. 

Nowhere in the United States 
has the metropolitan’ plan suc- 
ceeded, Smith said, because 
“outlying areas have rather re- 
sented their attachment to the 
more complex problems of the

DEMOCRATS PLAN 
HOUSE FIGHT ON 
DIMIDEND TAX CUT 


They Reach Agreement 
on Strategy Which In- 
cludes Exemption In- 
crease. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
— Democrats said today they 
have decided to put up a House 
floor fight to try to kill a Re- 
publican - sponsored proposal 
sharply reducing taxes on stock 
dividends. 

They said this move would be 
included in the one motion al- 
lowed to the minority party 
when a vast tax overhaul Dill, 
including the dividend proposal 
among many others, reaches the 
House floor. Republican leaders 
announced yesterday they 
planned to bring up the Dill 
March 17 and vote on it March 
18. 


The 800-page measure would 
rewrite almost all tax laws. An 
analysis by the House Ways and 
Means Committee staff showed 
today it would provide $1,397,- 
000,000 in tax reductions — 
chiefly through more liberal de- 
ductions—the first year. The 
figure climbs to more than two 
billions in later years. 

Democrats already have an- 
nounced they will fight on the 
House floor to tack onto the 
bill a proposal increasing indi- 
vidual income tax exemptions 
for each taxpayer and each de- 
pendent from the present $600 
to $700. 

That would save taxpayers— 
and cost the government in reve- 
nue — about $2,400,000,000 a 
year. It would relieve several 
million taxpayers in low income 
or large family groups from any 
payment at all. 

The issue seems certain to 
bring one of the big battles of 
the year—but until now Demo- 
crats have been divided on their 
floor strategy. 


Some wanted to leave the rest 
of the revision bill alone, merely 
adding the exemption increase. 
Others wanted to try to knock 
out of the bill not only the divi- 
dend proposal but other key 
benefits provided in the bill for 
business—such as more rapid 
deductions for depreciation, and 
more liberal allowances for 
losses in past years. 

The strategy finally decided 
was a compromise which — if 
enacted—would add a net of 
$2,160,000,000 to the revenue 
euts in the bill the first year, 
and $1,600,000,000 when the pro- 
gram reaches full effect, 

Dividend Tax Cuts. 

The dividend tax cuts would 
amount to $240,000,000 the first 
year and $860,000,000 in later 
years. Democrats have labeled 
the program a “give-away,” con- 
tending that six tenths of 1 per 
cent of American families would 
get four-fifths of the direct tax 
benefits. 

Republicans ergue the divi- 
dend tax cut would spur private 
investment, help business ex- 
pand, put business in a more 
flexible financial position, and 
generally boost the economy and 
provide more and better jobs. 

The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, after working on the revi- 
sion program for months, is ex- 
pected to take final action Tues- 
day afternoon to send it to the 
House floor.

FORT WAYNE, Ind., March 6 
(AP)—A “lunch-hour” bank rob- 
ber who couldn’t be caught in 
his swift robberies walked into 
a police trap yesterday because 
his alleged getaway driver drank 
and spent his way into trouble. 

Police Chief Alfred Figel said 
Bernard E. La Clair, 31-year-old 
former Fort Wayne garage op- 
erator, admitted six holdups 
with loot totaling $138,000 and 
probably committed others that 
would run -the total to more 
than $200,000. 

The “lunch hour” robber was 
so called because he usually 
struck at lunch time, when only 
part of the bank’s employes 
were on duty and customers 
were few. He dressed well, 
spoke quietly, made no mistakes 
and disappeared without leaving 
a clue. 


Held Without Charge. 


La Clair was held without 
charge and without bond pend- 
ing further investigation. Chief 
Figel said he listed these rob- 
beries: June 6, Hamlet, Ind., 
$7500; June 30, east side branch 
of the old National Bank, Evans- 
ville, Ind., $24,000; July, New 
Britain, Conn., $24,000; July 25, 
Bourbon Ind., First State Bank 
$9500; Dec. 8, the same Evans- 
ville Bank, $11,000; January, 
Springfield (Mass.), State Bank 
$62,000 

Figel said George Miller, 28 
years old, Fort Wayne, sen- 
tenced to 10 days in jail yester- 
day for drunken driving, was 
believed to have driven for La 
Clair. 

La Clair was arrested after 
Miller was seized by police in 
suburban Waynedale for intoxi- 
cation. 

In New Britain, Conn., author- 
ities were investigating the pos- 
sibility La Clair was the man 
who robbed a branch bank of 
the New Britain National Bank 
in Berlin, Conn., of $25,000 on 
Jan. 6, 1953, and for which 
Laurence D. Howley, 35, of Mid- 
dletonX now is serving a 10-year 
prison sentence.

The 
FBI agent said Fort Wayne po- 
lice were continuing to question 
La Clair, trying to obtain more 
exact information. 

Miller, who had been under 
police observation because of 
his free spending, had a packet 
of new bills, and police said 
they found a shotgun with a 
pistol grip in his car. Searching 
Miller's home after La Clair's 
arrest, they said they found 
$900 sewed in a toy panda. 

La Clair’s sister-in-law, Shir- 
ley Albino, 29, of Avon, Conn.. 
who was visitiing the La Clairs, 
was arrested on a loiteriing 
charge and held under $5000 
bond. Detective Capt. Mitchell 
Cleveland said she may have 
been an accomplice in some of 
the holdups. 

La Clair was arrested as he 
called for two of his three chil- 
dren at Precious Blood Catholic 
school. He told police he had 
lost money heavily in his used 
car operations recently.

Paul Hoffman Links Economic Ills 
To People’s Distrust of Future 


Pushing Drive to Stir Confidence in Growth 
of U.S. — Easing of Layoffs Reported 
With Some Recalled to Work. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP) 
—Paul G. Hoffman, head of the 
Studebaker Corp., says the 
American people are “distrustful 
of the future” and this attitude 
is responsible in large part for 
the nation’s current economic 
troubles. 


Hoffman mentioned lagging 
auto sales as an index. He dis- 
cussed the economic state of 
mind of the nation yesterday in 
announcing that the Advertising 
Council will open April 1 a na- 
tional campaign designed to 
neutralize recession talk by 
playing up the prospects of eco-

As Hoffman spoke out, there 
were new reports of layoffs in 
the auto industry—in his own 
company—and on the New York 
Central Railroad, But two auto 
makers, Chryslér and Hudson, 
issued back to work calls for 
employes they had laid off be- 
cause of dropping car sales. 

New Unemployment Figures. 

In the general employment 
picture, the Labor Department's 
bureau of employment security 
reported last night that the num- 
ber of workers claiming unem- 
ployment compensation during 
the week ended Feb. 20 was 
2,168,200—just 10,200 below a 
week earlier when the total 
reached the highest level since 
February 1950. 


The figure in the correspond- 

ing week a year. ago was 1. 
102,000. The total this year has 
regularly been running about 
double last year’s figure. 
The bureau reported also an 
easing of layoffs and some re- 
calls of workers during the week 
ended Feb. 27. 

Only a little more than half 
the nation’s labor force of 
roughly 60,000,000 is covered by 
unemployment compensation.

When a person reviews the Ad- 
ministration’s stand on preventative 
medical services and then studies 
the actual budget recommendations 
for these services, he becomes very 
confused. 

What the Government says and 
does are two entirely different 
things, For example, the President 
has stated “Public Health Services 
should be strengthened in their re- 
search activities.” Yet the 1954-55 
budget proposes: 

1. A 76 per cent cut in venereal 
disease control. 

2. A 57 per cent cut in tubercu- 
losis control. 

3. A 25 per cent cut in commu- 
nicable disease control. 

4. A 10 per cent cut in sanitation 
and industrial hygiene study. 


There can be no doubt that sub- 
stantial cuts in funds available to 
conduct educational and research 
projects in some of our most needed 

ventative medical programs will 
ave a far reaching result on the 
over-all health of our population. 


It becomes very evident to those 
of us who work in the preventative 
medical field that the Administra- 
tion’s economy drive may be a 
„penny wise-pound foolish” move 
that will yield injurious effects on 
the health of future generations. 


A most satisfying statistic for those 
of us who suffer mental anguish by 
the Administration’s budget cut in 
health, is the fact that mental health 
research and neurological research 
received a 900 per cent increase. 
Undoubtely, many of us will put 
the findings of this grant to good 
use in years to come.

Almost unnoticed, the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee has been holding hearings on this year’s 
version of a federal fair employment bill.

Lodge, who would have been chairman of the 
Rules Committee, did not win re-election. Sen- 
ator Jenner, who heads that committee, has 
shown little interest in fighting through a 
change in rules to curb filibusters. President 
Eisenhower has shown no more, Last year Jen- 
ner and 40 other Republicans voted against 
such a change in rules while the President kept 
aloof from the fight. 

That is why the FEPC story, this year, is about 
the same. The only variation is that the Eisen- 
hower Administration managed to get on both 
sides of the issue, Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
sent a letter ta the Labor Committee indorsing 
the Ives-Humphrey bill. President Eisenhower, 
at his press conference, declined to back up 
Mr. Mitchell’s position and indeed noted that 
personally he had always opposed compulsion “ 
in this matter; but the President also declined 
to take issue with his Secretary of Labor. 

Otherwise, the FEPC-filibuster situation re- 
mains what it was: unchanged.

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Arms for Pakistan 
If this were a world in which India did not 
exist, the White House decision to grant Pakistan 
military assistance might well be considered 
reasonably sound and prudent. 


Arms for Pakistan comes under the general 
heading of defense against Communist expan- 
sion. It is part of the effort to build a strong 
chain of well-armed, anfi-Communist allies across 
the Soviet Union’s southern border from Turkey 
in the west to the partition line of Pakistan and 
Indta on the east. 

In a world without India (and perhaps with- 
out Afghanistan) arms for Pakistan would evoke 
few if any unhappy cries except from Moscow. 
But India does exist, and it must be reckoned 
with in goings-on outside its front door. 


India fears the aid will upset the precarious 
power balance between itself and Pakistan, as 
well as bring the cold war to its doorstep. The 
latter objection aside, there can be no dispute 
as to the less than perfect state of relations 
between Hindu India and Moslem Pakistan over 
water for irrigation in the Punjab and over 
Kashmir, among other things. 


As Pakistan's armed forces are built up, 
India may be forced to follow suit, at great cost 


to itself, lest Pakistan be tempted to flex its 


muscles. Every rupee India spends for guns 
is one less available to lift its miserable standard 
of living. True, we have offered India the 
same proposition that Pakistan has accepted. 
But India already has said it did not want, nor 
would it seek, such a deal. 


The potential military advantage that accrues 
to the West as a result of the Pakistan aid pro- 
gram may well be cancelled out by the loss of 
Indian friendship or by an increase in tensions, 
not only in the cold war but on the Indian 
subcontinent as well. Either possibility repre- 
sents a pretty stiff price. 
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McCarthy Calls His Own Bluff 


Wisconsin’s Senator Joseph R. McCarthy has 
slipped out of the one situation in which he 
faced the necessity of proving charges which 
have become his political stock in trade. He has 
also avoided answering in a court of law charges 
that he has been personally guilty of fraud and 
deceit, He has dropped his $2,000,000 libel suit 
against former Senator William Benton of Con- 
necticut. 

McCarthy said he was compelled to do so 
because “few if any people in Connecticut or 
Wisconsin believed the charges” against him. 
He knows better than that, even if he did ride 
back into the Senate in-1952 on the Elsenhower 
coat-tails while Democrat Benton was defeated 
in Connecticut. The comments of such news- 
papers as The Milwaukee Journal and the Madi- 
son Capital Times alone are strong indications 
that a substantial number of people in his own 
state believe the accusations. 


That there may be real substance in them 1s 
further indicated by the report turned over by 
Senator Thomas HMennings’s subcommittee for 
further investigation and possible prosecution 
by Attorney General Brownell’s Department of 
Justice. 

The dropping of the libel suit, however, fits 
into the Wisconsin fear-and-smear operator's hit- 
and-run strategy. Mr. Benton first made his ac- 
cusations before the Rules Committee in 1951 in 
an effort to have Senator McCarthy expelled 
from the Senate, Instead of really answering, 
Senator McCarthy accused Mr. Benton of shield- 
ing himself in congressional immunity, Benton 
then waived his privilége and offered to prove 
his case against the Wisconsin Senator in a court 
of law. Facing an election, Senator McCarthy 
could hardly afford to ignore this challenge. 


So it seemed for once that Senator McCarthy 
would have to come up with legal proof in de- 
fense of his record, instead of ignoring what has 
been said about it. But with the election out of 
the way and with the slow millstones of the 
law still far from a conclusion, he now drops 
his suit with all risk to which it exposed him. 


Of course, another man might insist on clear- 


ing his honor—especially since Mr. Benton has. 


met Senator McCarthy’s maneuver by the asser- 
tion that the man “was guilty of fraud and de- 
celt in 1951 and he hasn't improved with age.” 
But no doubt this will be considered a legalistic 
triviality, not likely to get very many big head- 
lines—and those easily obscured by the baiting 
of another diplomat, general or President.

that Joseph R. McCarthy indignantly huffed 

and puffed into court and then came out again 

with every charge standing—and even repeated.

Precedent at Clark Hill 


The legal requirement that public agencies 
shall have first call on public power is under 
perhaps its most insidious attack in Georgia. 
There the Department of the Interior makes 
the novel proposal that it delegate to a private 
business concern, the Georgia Power Co., its 
responsibility for carrying out this requirement 
laid down by Congress. 

Power from the Government's Clark Hill dam 
on the Savannah river would be sold to the pri- 
vate utility under contracts proposed by the In- 
terior Department. The company would then be 
responsible for administering the preference to 
Georgia's 37 electric co-operatives. 

There have been serious questions in the past 
about attempts on the part of Congress to dele- 
gate its authority to the President. How much 
more questionable would it be for an agency of 
the Executive Department to delegate its au- 
thority, vested in it by Congress, to a private 
company? 

The Georgia Power Co. has its foot on the 
co-ops’ necks because it has transmission lines 
and they do not, and it refuses to transmit the 
power for the co-ops for a set fee as their agent. 
The co-ops say the proposed contraets would be 
“improper and illegal,” and certainly their pre- 
ferred position would be much weakened. 

Not only would they depend on a private com- 
petitor for protection which they are supposed 
to be receiving from their Government-—-the con- 
tracts would limit the amount of power to which 
preference would apply. After that amount was 
used up, preference customers would have to 
buy Georgla Power energy at Georgia Power 
rates —which hardly amounts to a preference. 

The preference to public and co-operative elec- 
trie distribution systems, which has stood for 
nearly half a century, is under attack on many 
fronts. In the Missouri Valley it is under attack 
In. a new policy of the Interior Department, now 
somewhat modified, which severely damages the 
preference and could destroy it. On the Niagara 
river it is in question because of the Federal 
Power Commission's failure to discharge its duty 
and require the New York State Power Authori- 
ty to observe the preference in a new hydroelec- 
trie project. But the most destructive precedent 
could be set in the government-by-private-busi- 
ness scheme which the Interior Department is 
contemplating on the Savannah river, 
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Square Deal After a Strike 

Striking city employes have gone back to work 
with advice from their leaders that they would 
get a “square deal” on wages. The end of the 
strike should, in the public view, mean a square 
deal all around. 

The public did not get a square deal from the 
paralysis of several city services caused by the 
walkout of electricians, painters and machinists. 
Moreover, the strike was the wrong way to go 
about correcting wage inequities. Public business 
cannot be made subject to the same pressures 
as private business, 

Most of the city employes recognized this 
fact. Most of the employes never did walk out. 
They called instead for patient negotiation. 

In fairness, the city workers have not received 
an entirely square deal. Their protest of wages 
below prevailing levels in private industry was 
first heard more than a year ago. The one pay 
plan which the city offered would have cut out 
many sick-leave and vacation benefits, and was 
rejected in the Board of Aldermen. 

Now that the strike is over, a square deal 18 
possible. Mayor Tucker says a new wage program 
will be offered “at. the earliest possible date.” 
The Post-Dispatch was told it would not contain 
the features of the earlier plan to which em- 
ployes objected. 

The square deal could not be achieved in the 
midst of a strike against the public. 
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No Cutting Off of the Nose 


This will not please people who think that 
economic warfare can be waged as easily as 
turning a spigot, but President Eisenhower has 
decided to levy no sanctions against Denmark, 
France, Italy, Norway and Britain for shipping 
strategic materials to Iron Curtain nations. And 
in the deciding, the President has laid bare the 
basic weakness of the Battle Act, which seeks 
to ban such trade. 

A couple of tanker ships, ball bearings, roll- 
ing mill parts, aluminum ingots, locomotive 
equipment, copper wire—such are some of the 
goods which have been exported by our Western 
Europe allies to Russia or Eastern Europe. Under 
the Battle Act, the penalty for such trade is 
that American aid to the allies shall be cut off— 
unless the President decides that the cessation 
of aid “would clearly be detrimental to the se- 
curity of the United States.” 

As might have been anticipated, that is exact- 
ly what the President has decided. His decision 
is concurred in by the State, Defense, Commerce 
and Treasury Departments, And it would have 
to be concurred in by anybody who thought 
seriously about the matter. 

The simple fact is that our foreign aid pro- 
gram helps not only the recipient but ourselves. 
Europe’s security is ours; you can't impair one 
without impairing the other, just as, in the old 
phrase, you can’t do away with a nose without 
spiting the face. 

The threat to withhold aid, then, is not a very 
effective penalty. Now that this has been so 
pointedly demonstrated, perhaps this whole 
problem of East-West trade should be recon- 
sidered in the light of today’s circumstances, 
which differ markedly from those of 1950 and 
1951 when the Battle Act was originated. 
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A Long Overdue Prod 


President Eisenhower is 100 per cent right in 
his order to the executive departments of the 
Federal Government to speed up the collection, 
preparation and delivery of economic informa- 
tion, The long practice has been for reports on 
business conditions and related statistical mat- 
ters to be all the way from a month to a half 
year out of date when they are made available. 

Chairman Arthur Burns of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisera, so George E. 
Cruikshank reports in The Wall Street Journal, 
wants more up-to-date economic information if 
he is going to present weekly White House brief- 
ings and be held responsible for sound recom- 
mendations. Mr. Burns is fully justified in his 
stand. What ought to be recommended in the 
matter of unemployment correctives, for exam- 
ple, will depend inevitably on the number with- 
out jobs, 

A wrong decision based on figures inaccurate 
by two or three months could make matters 
worse, Whatever else a business Administration 
does, achieving this step up in gathering basic

I regret that I cannot find anything 
but a lower level of farm income, and 
no real solution to the farm headaches 
that confront us, in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration proposals to lower the 
parity prices of basic commodities, to 
adopt flexible price supports and to 
move only a small amount of our sur- 
pluses as additions to normal exports. 


These are some of my conclusions:

“Spirits From the Vast Deep” 


You have been told that the present 
level of support prices is too high, that 
lower prices will reduce production b 
decreasing acreage and that they will 
also increase the volume of exports. 
These promises or hopes cannot possi- 
bly be realized in any substantial way 
by means of flexible prices. They may 
be partially realized in some commodi- 
ties—most likely at the expense of oth- 
er commodities—but they can hardly 
be realized in the case of wheat or corn 
and, I would say with some qualifica- 
tions, not even in the case of cotton. 

Let me illustrate these blunt obser- 
vations by taking wheat as the outstand- 
ing example. It is the ideal case for 
demonstrating the shortcomings of the 
President's proposals. 

Congress or the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may call for a reduction in 
wheat acreage by lowering wheat prices, 
but this is like the famous Shakes- 
pearean line about calling “the spirits 
from the vasty deep.” In neither case 
would they be certain of what would

e plantings of wheat are deter- 
mined by many factors other than price. 
Lower prices under certain circum- 
stances actually bring increases in 
acreage. For example, total acreage 
increased in the face of the sharply 
declining prices of 1929-32.

The farm price of wheat has as 
high as $3 and fallen as low as 30 cents 


wheat prices? Here is one simple 
answer. A 20-cent loaf of bread con- 
tains about three cents of wheat. If the 
price of wheat is flexed down by 35 
cents per bushel or, say, 15 per cent, 
the value of wheat in the loaf decreases 
only by about four-tenths of a cent. 

But the effect on farm income is 
serious. The wheat farmers, on a bil- 
lion bushel crop, would lose about 350 
million dollars, or the equivalent of 
100,000 wage earner jobs at $3500 per 
year in factories. 


From 3530 Calories to 3240 


What is true of wheat is true of all 
foods combined. Year in, year out, 
the average of food consumed in 
the United States is about 1500 pounds 
per capita. In terms of calories we con- 
sumed 3530 per capita per day in 1909, 
—— in 1929, 3350 in 1939 and 3240 in 


What this means is that as a free 
market of 160,000,000 consumers we 
absorb about the same quantity of 
food year in, year out, and if we con- 
sume more of one product as a result 
of price inducement we tend to reduce 
the intake of some other commodity. In 
other words, if you expect that lower- 
ing the general level of farm prices 
from 90 per cent of parity to 75 per 
cent will raise total consumption, you 
will be greatly disappointed. 

Total consumption of farm products 
can be raised, but that would take more 
extensive efforts to raise the consump- 
tion level of the undernourished and 
poorly clothed than are now being pro- 

osed. The opportunity lies in the low- 
ncome brackets. After 150 years of in- 
dustrial progress and tremendous crea- 
tion of wealth, 20 per cent of our work- 
ing population still gets only two to 
three per cent of the national income. 


Facts on Prices and Incomes 


The argument has been, advanced 
that we are likely to have a consumer 
revolt unless flexible price supports and 
modernized parity computations are 
adopted. This implies that urban people 
think farm prices are too high and that 
farmers are getting too much. If this 
is a correct sizing up of the urban con- 
sumer’s attitude, then the responsible 
officials have failed to inform the pub- 
lic of several important basic facts. 

One such fact is that for the past 
seven years it has not been farm prices 
but rather industrial prices, rents and 
distribution costs that have kept the 
cost of living soaring. Another set of 
facts that need more general under- 
standing has to do with parity prices 
and parity income. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
ot ary evel of farm prices averaging 

low parity does not yield farmers as 
a group a non-farm return an farm 
capital nor a non-farm wage for their 
labor. Even if you compute the return 
to farm capital at only 5 per cent, the

Between Book Ends 


The Precincts of Knowing 


MAN'S UNCONQUERABLE MIND, by Gilbert 
oh (Columbia University Press, 138 p., 


Howard Mumford Jones 
in the Saturday Review. 


Professor Gilbert Highet’s little book, 
„Man's Unconquerable Mind,” is a per- 
sonal interpretation of the bicentennial 
theme of Columbia University: ‘Man’s 
right to knowledge and the free. use 
thereof.’” It is a generalized discussion 
falling into two divisions: the powers 
of knowledge and the limits of knowl- 
edge, a third part, entitled “dedication,” 
forming a sort of coda for the whole. 
The style seems to indicate that the 
book or parts of the book are intended 
as public speech and have perhaps been 
delivered as lectures or as discourses in 
the radio program conne with the 
celebration. However, this is inference 
on the part of your reviewer. 

Professor Highet is versatile and 
learned, and his pages are bound to be 
of interest to the large general public 
that believes in education without quite 

comprehending the 
governing philoso- 
phy in the field, 
Mr. Highet inevi- 
tably ralses more 
questions than he 
answers, and I can 
but wish that he 
had paused in his 
rhetorical sweep to 
deal more directly 
and richly with 
some of these prob- 
lems. 

For example, he 
states that “by 
fairly general con- 
sent” limitations 
are imposed upon knowledge. These 
limitations can be reduced to a single 
principle: namely, “that knowledge 
must not be used to hurt human be- 
ings; and the difficulty is to determine 
which human beings we must endeavor 
to serve and to protect.” That knowl- 
edge should be used to help and not 
hurt human beings is something most 
of us cheerfully grant; but the only 
answer Mr. Highet vouchsafes to the 
difficult problem of determining “which 
human beings we must endeavor to 
serve and protect” is the statement: 
“We must think of all humanity.” 


This does not essentially alter his 
previous assertion. In a very general 
sense it can be said, I suppose, that 
even the study of topology has to 
do with “all humanity,” but this, surely, 
is to avoid the real question: How much, 
and what parts of practicable knowledge 
are both possible and desirable towards 
the training of citizens in this republic 
in the year 1954? Mr. Highet is mov- 
ing and eloquent, but he 1s, inevitably, 
the victim of the cosmic sweep to which 
the theme and occasion commit him. 

The virtue of his. book. is, then, to 
create an emotional atmosphere, a cli- 
mate of opinion favorable to the study 
of some of the problems he touches 
upon, We may well turn elsewhere for 
detailed and careful analysis of these 
problems. Meanwhile Mr. Highet, in 
moving from the Book of Job to Noel 
Coward, and from “Antigone” to ‘TV, 
demonstrates that scholarship is no 
longer confined to the library.

Each weighed 135 pounds, ex- 


actly the lightweight limit. 
Hints of moisture appeared 
in Paddy's eyes today when he 


said, “I dreamed for nine long 


years of winning the title. And 


Im only sorry my manager 


Jimmy Dixon wasn't alive to 
see it. But he was with me all 
through the fight, and I was 
winning for him.” 

Dixon died last year, but 
Paddy will give the managers 
33% of his purse to Dixon’s 
widow. His purse from the 
$23,727 gate and $30,000 radio- 
television money approximated 
$9750. Carter got the lion's 
share—about $19,490. 

DeMarco Undamaged. 

A return-bout contract calls 

for 26-year-old Paddy to defend 
against the 30-year-old New 
York Negro within 90 days; but 
a nine-stitch gash in Carter's 
left brow may delay the meet- 
ing. Jimmy suffered the brow- 
cut in the sfxth round. 
' DeMarco, whe lost four of his 
seven bouts last year and was 
regarded as an ill-chosen chal- 
lenger, emerged from the brawl 
with but a slight scratch on his 
nose. 

Hig surprise performance, in 
which he out-boxed and out- 
fought the highly regarded Car- 
ter, won the rounds votes of the 
three ring officials as follows: 
Referee Ruby Goldstein, 7-5-3; 
Judge Harold Barnes, 9-6; and 
Judge Artie Aidala, 9-5-1. The 
United Press favored him 8-6-1. 

The defeat was a double dis- 
appointment to Carter, who said, 
＋ thought I won with my strong 
finish.” He lost not only his 
own title for the second time 
but also eliminated himself as a 
possible contender for the wel- 
terweight crown. 

DeMarco, from _ Brooklyn's 
Navy Yard district, was so conti 
dent of victory he permitted his 
wife Betty to break precedent 
and attend the bout.

PRISON MENTAL CASE 
ABUSES CHARGED 


Conference Sought by Alder- 
man on Complaints by 
Rabbi Isserman. 


Alderman William A. Stolar 
announced today he would seek 
a conference with Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker and other city 
officials to discuss complaints of 
mistreatment of city jail and 
workhouse prisoners confined 
by the city as mental patients. 
The complaints were voiced 
last night in a sermon delivered 
by Rabbi Ferdinand M. Isser- 
man at Temple Israel, 6017 
Washington boulevard. Rabbi 
Isserman charged prisoners sent 
to Malcolm Bliss Hospital and 
the psychiatric ward of Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital were hand- 
cuffed and shackled to their 
beds. 

“The head of Malcolmn Bliss 
hospital insists that he has to 
resort to this brutality and 
cruelty because of in sufficient 
help,” the rabbi said. “As he is 
responsible to the court for the 
return of all prisoners and he 
has no guards to watch them, 
prisoners must be in restraint at 
all times.”

In the last two years Western 
policy, particularly with regard 
to its military preparations, has 
come to be based on the belief 
that Russia plans no immediate 
war; that it is sticking to the

Governor Started Inquiry. 

A spokesman for the Gov- 
ernor, commenting on the Balch 
proposal, noted it was Dewey 
who ordered the investigation 
which has revealed that a num- 
ber of Republican political fig- 
ures made fortunes in harness 
track stock investments. 

The inquiry began after the 
killing of Thomas Ryan, Yonkers 
raceway union boss, revealed 
evidence of “kickbacks,” hidden 
ownership of stock and other 
scandals. 

At yesterday's session, D. 
Mallory Stephens, Putnam coun- 
ty Republican leader, told of 
profitably investing in harness 
track stock while he was chair- 
man of the State Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Stephens held the committee 
post until 1952 when Gov. Dewey 
appointed him to the State Rent 
and Rental Conditions Study 
Commission. 

In 1946, Stephens said, he 
bought 4500 stock shares in the 
Nassau Trotting Association 
(Roosevelt Raceway), distribut- 
ing 1500 shares each to an aunt 
and brother-in-law, and placing 
the remaining 1500 shares in 
trust for his three children. 

Bought at $1 a share, the 
stock now is worth $14 a share. 
The children’s share, sold last 
fall after a 4-to-1 stock split up, 
netted $89,000. 

Stock in Broker’s Name. 

In 1951, Stephens said, he 
paid $45,000 for 2200 shares of 
Yonkers Raceway stock under 
the name of Wall Street broker 
Leo P. Dorsey. Stephens said 
he has an oral agreement with 
Dorsey to sell the stock in five 
years at $100 a share or pay 
him the selling price of $220,000. 

The witness said he received 
stock dividend checks in 1952 
amounting to more than $32,000. 

Stephens said the Yonkers 
stock was assigned to Dorsey 
through some “negligence or 
carelessness.” 

Stephens, in public life since 
1924, defended as “perfectly 
proper” his holding of the 
stocks, adding: “It’s the same as 
owning stock in banks, railroads 
or public utilities. They too are 
licensed by the state.” 

Although he paid for the 
Yonkers stock, Stephens said, 
his wife collected the dividends. 

“I considered that she owned 
it,” he said. 

Family’s Profit $700,000. 

Another witness in the public 
hearing was James J. Dunnin- 
gan, son of former State Sena- 
tor John J. Dunnigan, Demo- 
cratic co-author of the state 
pari-mutuel gambling law. 

The younger Dunnigan said 
he received $182,816 in salary 
from the Buffalo Trotting As- 
sociation over the last eight 
years.

Bank President Sproul 
Differ on Extent of 
Buying, Selling. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP] 
—Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man William McChasney Mar- 
tin Jr., and Allan Sproul, presi- 
dent of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, are at odds 


over how the reserve system 
should buy and sell Govern- 
ment securities. 

The disagreement, disclosed 
in the board’s annual report for 
1953, published a few days ago, 
is technical, but nevertheless of 
considerable general economic 
importance. ' 

It is unusual for the board— 
its middle name is not “reserve” 
for nothing—to make its policy 
fights public. 

The indications are that Mar- 
tin, former St. Louisan, has won. 
Annual Report. 

Behind the disagreement, the 
board’s annual report indicated, 
is general agreement that the 
nation’s money markets should 
be shaken loose from the re- 
serve system’s apron strings so 
that: 

1. The reserve system can 
independently perform its 
central function of controlling 
the money supply. 

2. The money market can 
independently and competi- 
tively establish security prices 
and interest rate levels. 

3. In buying and selling 
Government seeurities — the 
principal means by which the 
resefve system increases or 
decreases the money supply 
the system should not peg 
security prices or support in- 
terest rate levels according to 
any fixed pattern (except 
when it specifically means to 
do so to correct “disorderly” 
market conditions). 

The disagreement is over just 
how to accomplish a policy aim 
laid down in the annual review. 
This objective is “a free, self- 
reliant financial market in 
wsich allocation of available 
funds among various uses is ef- 
fected through competition in 
the market.” 
where investors put their money 
into securities, or take it out, 
according to their own economic 
judgment, rather than follow- 
ing a lead given by the federal 
reserve system. 

Another Issue. 

Additionally, the annual re- 
view indicated some disagree- 
eg — * and Sproul 
as to how far this policy shou 
be pushed. * = 

The trouble is that to accom- 
plish its further aim of “pro- 
moting growth and stability in 
the economy” the Reserve Board 
must more or less constantly 
buy or sell government secur- 
ities, to keep abreast of the na- 
tion’s needs for greater or smal- 
ler money and credit supplies as 
business waxes or wanes. 

This buying or selling is done 
by a five-man executive commit- 
tee from the Reserve System's 
“open market committee.” Mar- 
tin and Sproul are both mem- 
bers of the general open market 
committee and of the operative 
executive committee. 

The general committee in- 
‘cludes also the other five mem- 
bers ofthe Reserve Board, plus 
four Federal Reserve Bank pres- 
idents in addition to Sproul, 

Executive Committee. 

The executive committee in- 
cludes, besides Martin and 
Sproul, J. A. Erickson, president 
of the Boston Federal Reserve 
Bank, and R. M. Evans and A. 
L. Mills Jr., both of the Reserve 
Board. The general committee 
sets policy and bounds for the 
operating, executive committee. 
This is done at quarterly meet- 
ings, in March, June, Septem- 
ber and December. Decisions 
at these meetings are generally 
kept secret, except as the com- 
mittee decides the money mar- 
ket should be informed. 

At the March meeting of 1953, 
Martin backed a proposal, adopt- 
ed unanimously (but with Sproul 
disagreeing as to reasons) that: 

1. The Reserve System 
should buy or sell only short- 
term Government securities 
(keeping out ofthe market for 
longer-term issues) except for 
extraordinary action to cor- 
rect disorderly conditions in 
longer securities. 

2. The Reserve System 
should not buy or sell at times 
when the Treasury was float- 
ing new issues or refinancing 
old ones. 

3. It is not policy to sup- 
port any pattern of prices for 
Government securities or in- 
terest yields.

Something “In Hock” and 
the “Hockshop.” 

HE allusion to a possession 

in pawn as being in hock— 

and the expression's rhetor- 
ical extensions as well — is an 
Americanism, and a linguistic 
offshoot of the gambling table. 
Its literal usage takes us back 
to the nineteenth century, when 
faro was more popularly known 
as a card game of the current 
scene. 

In Dick’s “American Hoyle,” 
published in 1898, we find this: 
“As the game was originally 
played, the dealer took hock — 
that is, all the money which 
happened to be placed upon 
that card.” The last card in the 
box was called hock—that is, 
the last card remaining in the 
dealing box after the deal had 
been made; and the name was 
applied to the bets made on this 
card. 

Perhaps with the idea of the 
last card being a last chance or 
last resort, “in hock” came to 
be applied to objects in pawn. 
This first got into print in the 
stories of George Ade, at the 
turn of the century. Earlier, 
however, the phrase seems to 
have been applied to imprison- 
ment, the man in jail being re- 
ferred to as “in hock.” In G, M. 
Matsell’s “Vocabulum,” pub- 
lished in 1859, it is explained 
thus: “Among: thieves a man is 
in hock when he is in prison.”

duplication of values in the com- 
bined hands (as, of course, there 
would be if East had the dia- 
mond ace instead of either the 
spade or the heart ace). In short, 
West reasoned (with full logic) 
that East would have bid dif- 
ferently if his holding had been:

This hand would represent a 
substantially higher point-count 
than East’s actual collection, and 
so he would of course start off 
in the same way, but instead of 
using the Blackwood over four 
spades, he would undoubtedly 
prefer to show his diamond 
strength specifically, by making 
the cue bid of five diamonds. 

Thus, in expert partnerships, 
it is not only the bids made but 
the bids not made which deter- 
mine the ultimate destination of 
the hand. 

As proof that bidding the 
grand slam required subtle in- 
terpretation, the French pair, 
members of the European Cham- 
pionship team, stopped at the 
small-slam level—the specter of 
possible “duplication” in dia- 
monds was evidently too for- 
bidding.
